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President  Sowle   Reports  on  State  of  the  University

Improved  communication 
with  students,  a  more  respon- 
sive academic  curriculum  and 
elimination  of  overassignment 
in  residence  halls  are  among 
accomplishments  listed  by 
President  Claude  R.  Sowle  in 
a  State  of  the  University  re- 
port  released   in   late   October. 

The  report  reviews  progress 
made  at  the  University  during 
his  first  two  years  as  president 
and  sets  forth  an  agenda  for 
1971-73  described  as  "part 
hope  and  part  firm  expecta- 
tion." 

Agenda  items  include  de- 
velopment of  University-wide 
goals  and  priorities,  increased 
financial  aid  resources  for  stu- 
dents and  increased  volunteer 
service  by  members  of  the 
University  community  aimed 
at  better  discharging  societal 
responsibilities. 

President  Sowle  introduced 
the  accomplishments  of  the 
past  two  years  with  a  disa- 
vowal that  they  had  been  a 
one-man  effort.  Origins  of 
many  of  the  gains,  he  said, 
belonged  to  earlier  days,  and 
he-  (  ud i led  responsibility  for 
them  to  many  within  the  Uni- 
versity community. 

Accomplishments  listed  for 
the  academic  area  included: 

♦Flexibility  in  the  curricu- 
lum, including  options  in  grad- 
ing and  studv  outside  of  the 
cla

expanded  offerings  by  the 
Center  for  Afro-American  Af- 
fairs; 

♦New  doctoral  programs  in 
botany,  history,  mathematics 
and  zoology; 

♦Emergence  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  as  a  strong,  effective 
voice  of  the  faculty,   and 

♦New  policies  governing  the 
selection  of  deans  and  chair- 
men, granting  of  tenure  and 
grievance    procedures. 

Foremost  among  the  gains 
made  in  the  areas  of  com- 
munication   and    student    life 

♦Expanded  communication 
lines,  including  a  weekly 
"Open  Line"  radio  program, 
weekly  press  briefings,  student 
appointment  days,  a  rumor 
control  center  and  question- 
and-answer  sessions  in  resi- 
dence halls; 

♦Establishment  and  effec- 
tive functioning  of  a  Univer- 
sity ombudsman; 

♦Increased  opportunities  for 
self-regulation    by    students; 

♦Expanded  and  improved 
recreational   facilities; 

♦Initiation  of  a  drug  and 
sex  education  program,  and 

♦Streamlining  of  the  student 
judicial  program  and  introduc- 
tion of  a  Release  on  Own 
Recognizance  (ROR)  program 
developed  in  cooperation  with 
the  Athens  Bar  Association. 

Managerial  and  fiscal  ac- 
complishments listed  by  Presi- 
dent Sowle  included: 


Dr.  Trisolini,  Fine  Arts  Dean,  Dies 


Dr.  Anthony  G.  Trisolini. 
dean  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts,  died  October  1  of  an 
apparent  heart  attack  at  the 
age  of  43. 

Dr.  Trisolini  had  been  as- 
sociated with  Ohio  University 
for  the  past  17  years  as  a  fac- 
ulty member,  department 
chairman  and  administrator. 
Me  was  named  dean  of  the 
fine  arts  college  last  April  and 
had  been  performing  in  that 
capacity  since  July  1.  The  new 
dean  was  recommended  for  the 


position  by  members  of  a 
search  committee  of  students, 
faculty  and  administrators  who 
interviewed  approximately  Hill 
candidates  before  making  then 
choice. 

Dr.  Trisolini  was  respected 
throughout  the  community  of 
Athens  and  at  the  University 
as  a  teacher,  as  a  critic,  direc- 
tor and  performer  in  the  Ohio 
University  Theater  and  the 
Ohio  Valley  Summer  Theater 
and  as  a  member  of  many  Uni- 
versity committees  concerned 
with  service  and  scholastic  pur- 
suits. 

A  memorial  scholarship  has 
been  established  in  Dr.  Tiiso- 
lini's  honor  to  give  his  friends 
and  students  the  opportunity 
to  express  their  interest  in 
carrying  on  the  tradition  of 
scholarship  and  service  which 
he  supported.

♦University-wide  success  in 
the  control  of  expenditures 
and  the  development  of  an  ef- 
fective budget  office; 

♦Establishment  of  .m  Ad- 
ministrative Senate; 

♦Uni\  ersity-wide  participa- 
tion in  the  creation  of  institu- 
tional policies  and  in  budget- 
ing procedures,  and 

♦increased  financial  contri- 
butions to  the  University. 

Priority  items  on  the  aca- 
demic agenda  for  1971-73,  as 
listed  by  the  president,  are: 

♦Continued  advances  to- 
ward more  flexibility  in  the 
curriculum,  with  an  emphasis 
on  quality; 

♦Increased  faculty  utiliza- 
tion of  existing  and  emerging 
media  resources  and  instruc- 
tional  technology; 

♦Improved  methods  of  as- 
sessing —  with  student  assis- 
tance —  professionalism  of 
teaching  performance,  par- 
ticularly at  the  undergraduate 
level ; 

♦Further  development  of 
the  five  existing  regional  cam- 
puses, and 

♦Introduction  of  the  Extend- 
ed University,  a  new  concept 
under  which  non-traditional, 
decentralized  educational  op- 
portunities will  be  made  avail- 
able to  persons  without  access 
to  traditional  higher  educa- 
tion. 

Agenda  items  in  the  areas  of 
communication  and  student 
life  are: 

♦Expansion  of  communica- 
tion beyond  the  campus,  with 
the  aim  of  developing  a  greater 
appreciation  of  the  mission  and 
contributions  of  the  University 
and  of  higher  education  gen- 
erally; 

♦Integration  of  student  life 
in  and  out  of  the  classrooms 
through  electronic  learning  re- 
sources centers  within  the  resi- 
dence hall  complexes,  and 

♦Review  of  the  student  resi- 
dence program  to  determine 
possible  changes  based  on  use 
patterns,  new  or  altered  ser- 
vices and  revised  parietal  rules. 

Managerial  and  fiscal  im- 
provements slated  for  the  1971- 
73  biennium  include: 

♦Establishment  of  an  effec- 
tive umbrella  governance  or- 
ganization; 

♦Review  of  the  role  and 
status  of  women  within  the 
University  and  correction  of 
am   inequities  discovered; 

♦Refinements  in  departmen- 
tal responsibility  for  fiscal 
management,  and 

♦Stabilization  of  financial 
operations  in  the  dormitory 
and  dining  hall  system 

Commenting  on  the  accom- 
plishments and  the  agenda  as 
presented  in  the  State  of  the 
University  report.  President 
Sowle  said  the  accomplish- 
ments must  be  viewed  in  light 
of  the   period,   not   a    tranquil 


one  at  Ohio  University. 

Pi  i  I:  i [is  our  biggest  ac- 
complishment was  just  man- 
aging to  survive  as  an  institu- 
tion," he  said,  quoting  a

The  president  noted  that  the 
demands  of  crisis  management 
did  have  the  effect  of  making 
accomplishments  more  mean- 
ingful and  perhaps  more  nu- 
merous by  encouraging  con- 
structive responses  to  tension. 
Crises  in  the  past  two  years 
included  the  month-early  clos- 
ing of  the  University  in   May, 


1970,   because   of  campus   dis- 
turbances. 

President  Sowle  stressed  thai 
accomplishments  of  the  current 
biennium  will  hinge  on  the 
level  of  the  University's  finan- 
cial resources  and  warned  that 
possible  budgetary  Strictures 
must  not  be  allowed  to  drive 
the  University  inward.

For  Dr.  John  Cady 

A  graduate  dormitory  in  the 
new  South  Green  complex  has 
been  named  for  Dr.  John  F. 
Cady,  distinguished  professor 
emeritus  of  history.  In  making 
the  announcement,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  cited  Dr.  Cady  for 
"his  distinguished  career  and 
his  contribution  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity and  the  international 
community." 

John  F.  Cady  Hall  is  tin- 
first  University  residence  hall 
designed  specifically  for  grad- 
u.it<-  students.  The  four-story 
i  leorgian-style  building  con- 
tains 96  single  rooms  with

Dr.  Cady,  an  internationally 
recognized  authority  on  South- 
easi  Asia,  taught  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity for  22  years  before  re- 
tiring last  July  when  he  was 
accorded  emeritus  status.  He 
is  continuing  lo  teach  at  the 
University  on  a  part-time  basis 
and  to  advise  graduate  stu- 
dents.

Journalism  Students  Producing 
Magazine  about  Athens  Area 


Athens  has  become  a  per- 
manent part  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity community. 

Published  three  times  a  year 
by  the  School  of  Journalism 
and  produced  by  journalism 
students,  Athens  is  a  magazine 
which  was  begun  almost  two 
years  ago  to  give  students  a 
first-hand  experience  in  maga- 
zine production. 

The  publication  made  its 
debut  in  the  winter  of  1970

Dr.  Earl  Covert  Seigfred 
was  the  recipient  of  a  special 
honor  October  1  when  Ohio 
University  conferred  upon  him 
the  honorary  doctor  of  humane 
letters  degree. 

Dr.  Seigfred  came  to  Ohio 
m  1941  as  the  first  dean  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  and  was 
responsible  for  a  broad  expan- 
sion of  academic  programs  and 
physical  facilities  during  his 
25  years  on  campus, 

The  honorary  degree  was 
conferred  on  Dr.  Seigfred  at  a 
dinner  party  with  family, 
friends  and  former  University 
associates  at  the  home  of 
President  and  Mrs.  Claude  R. 
Sowle.  Special  guests  partici- 
pating in  the  program  were 
former  University  President 
John  C.  Baker  and  the  asso- 
ciate dean  of  the  College  of 
t  lommunication,  Dr.  Claude 
E.  Kantner. 

During  his  administration, 
Dean  Seigfred  planned  and  in- 
itiated the  first  interdiscipli- 
nary PhD  program  in  fine 
arts  in  the  country,  which  was 
accredited  in  1963;  he  was 
instrumental  in  establishing 
doctoral  programs  in  speech 
.ii ul    hearing    therapy,    public 

address   and    radio-television. 

Under  Dr.  Seigfred's  leader- 
^!n|>,  ilic  School  of  Architec- 
ture and  the  School  of  Radio- 
TV  were  established  and  such 
programs  as  the  Ohio  Valley 
Summei  Theater  and  Mono- 
moy  Theater  on  Cape  Cod 
were  developed. 

Buildings  completed  during 
lus  administration  were  the 
Speech  Building  and  the  Space 
Arts  Building,  renamed  Seig- 
fred Hall  in  the  dean's  honor 
prior  to  his  retirement  in  1966. 
Planning  for  the  Radio-TV- 
Communication  Building,  com- 
pleted in    1967.  and  the  Music 
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Building,  opened  in  1970,  also 
was  begun  under  his  leader- 
ship. 

Dr.  Seigfred  is  an  alumnus 
of  Hobart  College,  received 
the  master's  degree  from  Co- 
lumbia and  holds  the  PhD 
from  the  University  of  Iowa. 
He  is  a  charter  and  honorary 
life  member  of  the  American 
Educational  Theater  Associa- 
tion and  has  been  a  participant 
in  numerous  professional  ac- 
tivities throughout  his  dis- 
tinguished career.

Production  of  Athens  maga- 
zine has  been,  for  most  of  the 
students,  the  first  magazine 
experience  of  their  careers  and 
for  some,  the  last. 

By  going  through  the  actual 
processes  of  magazine  produc- 
tion, the  students  have  learned 
more  about  deadlines,  photo 
and  copy  editing,  printing,  fi-

classroom  situation.
